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CANADA TO MAKE 


FURTHER ADVANCE NOW AT A TIME 


TO IMPERIAL GOVT. 


Finance Minister Arranging For 
Another Loan Of 
$75,000,000, 


(By Morning Bulletin weased Wire) 

OTTAWA, June 20,--Sir Thomas 
Wlite has arranged to make a fur- 
ther advance of seventy-five million 
dollars to the Imperial Government to 
be used for the purchase of munitiong 
and supplies in Canada, The ad- 
vances will be made at the rate of 
twenty-five millions a month during 
June, July and August. The Im- 
perial authorities regard the continued 
production of munitions in Canada 
as of the highest importance in con- 
nection with the great offensive now 
being carried on in Flanders and 
France, For a certain type of shell 
the British military authorities prin- 
cipally depend upon Canada's indus- 
trial establishments, whose output has 
contributed in no small part to the 
recent success at the front. These 
tnunitions can be purchased in Canada 
only, if Canada provides the money by 
way of loan to the linperial treasury. 
Up to date the Dominion Government 
has found $250,000,000 and the banks 
$100,000,000 for the purpose, The 
aredits now established by the govyern- 
ment ensure continued munition 
orders for months to come. 


SHIPS AND FOOD

ces that a large number of British 
and Indian prisoners taken by the 
Turks in Mesopotamia have suc- 
cumbed to ill treatment or lack of 
proper medica! attention. 

“A resident of Taurus," says the 
correspondent, “testified that in the 


prison camp there more than half the 
men captured at Kut-El-Amara are 
now dead. It is noteworthy that the 
Turks would not allow a Swiss com- 


mission to visit this camp, or other 
camps of the same type. 
“Thirty-seven British prisoners 


wero sent to a hospital under Euro- 
pean management, but soon after 
their arrival the European doctors 
and attendants were driven away and 
a fortnight later twenty-two of the 
prisoners died of sheer neglect, Fifty 
prisoners who were captured at Ka- 
dia, when they arrived at the hospital 
in Aleppo, could hardly stand owing 
to weakness from dysentery and star 
vation,”

He said we 
were now at a time of abnormal im- 
portance in the war, He declared that 
heavy as were t horrors, privations 
and sorrows expyrienced by the fight- 
ers and civilians! of the allied coun- 
tries, the Central Powers were feel- 
ing the conditions more than any of 
the others. Their losses were heavier 
and their plight more acute, owing to 
the necessity of itelying on their dwin- 
dling resources. . Their plight was the 
underlying and bottom cause of re- 
cent desperate attempts to arrange 
conferences at Stockholm and 
where, flooding Russia with German 
agents, and the German government's 
frantic efforts t» sow discord among 
the opposing gewvernments and  peo- 


ples. 
Resa Danger 

Mr. Barnes proceeded to point out 
that, although German Socialists and 
publicists had said much regarding 
war aims and yiossible peace negotia- 
tions, the German government had not 
committed itw#elf to anything that 
might be don¢; at a peace conference 
or to any peaqe negotiations to which 
these agents inight sucased in com- 
mitting the os*posing allied countries, 
This was the rvpal danger of the pres- 
ent situation, “fhe German govern- 
ment wasp laying upon and endeavor- 
ing to exploit the world’s war weari- 
ness, The utmost at present obtain- 
able from tha German government 
would be a return to the status quo 
ante. This wae impossible, as Presi- 
dent Wilson ha:3 pointed out last week 
in addressing the provisional Russian 
government, 

Desire @ to Emphasize 

This iniquitcms war had issued forth 
from the statius quo ante, and the 
status must bi altered so as to pre- 
vent the recunfence of such a hideous 
thing. That was the point he desired 
to emphasize a implant in the 
minds of hi8’*fel countrymen, es 
pecially of his fellow workmen. For 
many years prior to the outbreak ot 
the war the «diemocratic peoples had 


strained evel"y nerve to lighten the 
load of armaments. On the other 
hand the Cantral Powers were bent 
not only on dominating their own 
peoples but those beyond their bor- 
ders. We aiteod for the _ principle 
that ¢ach niution was living its own 


life in its own way. The Central 
Powers stood, for letting each nation 
live as they «prdered. 
Free From Swashbuckler 

Mr. Barnes! said we simply desired 
to maintain chur freedom and be free 
from the swashbuckler and the cost 
of maintaining him, Every country 
must attain to that, especially Ger- 
many. We vrere not out to fight the 
German peop(de, but out for the liber- 
ation of all ‘peoples, Continuing, Mr. 
Barnes paid a tribute to our allies, 
both small and large. He hoped and 
belleved that the Russians would yet 
rally to the: support of their own 
government, He referred at length 
and eloquentfly to France, the valiant 
champlon of liberty at all times, who 
had suffered, bled and struggled for 
freedom as had no other’ people 
The fight m which they were now 
engaged coijld not be lost. It would 
not lost, If it were he would cease to 
belleve in sny moral force in the 
world making for righteousness. This 
war must therefore be fought out 
now. There was no half way house, 
no comprorpise between democracy 
and autocra¢y.

Still Seeding Greenfeed For 
Supply of Larger Dairy Herds; 
Stimulated by the Cow Bill 


Crop Reports Tell 


of Alberta’s Grain Fields Growing Green and 


Bright Prospects of Golden Harvest For Grain Growers, Mixed 


Farmers, Butter 


Makers and Tradesmen—Recent Rains Boost 


Growth of Grain, Grass and Gardens. 


Seeding songs will soon be over, 
though the stimulation given to the 
dairy industry by the new cow Dill 
has created in almost all the settle- 
ments a desire tu grow all the green 
feed possible; besides there is the off 
chance that with a postponement of 
the fall frosts and a rapid growing 
season during the summer that grain 
sown for groen feed may yet ripen for 
grain, In any case it is good feed for 
cows and helps to make the milk 
yields greater, and the dairies are all 
opening branches here and there 
over the district, Though the seeding 
was late in starting, and {t is late in 
finishing, yet the farmers are smiling 
so loud that one correspondent says 
that the smile can be heard. 


Let the same prospects continue 
from now till harvesting, stacking, 
threshing and marketing of grain, 


green feed, beef, milk, cream or but- 
ter, and then the smile will spread te 
the faces of all those tradesmen who 
do business with the farmers of Al- 
berta. 

A slight pessimistic note which oc- 
curs in some of the reports from 
the crop correspondents has no doubt 
been eliminated by the recent show- 
ers of blessing that have fallen since 
the reports were written, 

While a few told of late spring 
frosts, yet the damage has not been 


serious and will have no nppreclable 
general effect. Though the seeding 
ts late, the germination after seed is 


{n the ground is very rapid and nature 
ie doing the best possible to make up 
for lost time. Wheat sixteen inches 
tall and oats six inches high soon hide 
the black fertile fields and make a 
pleasing green patch on the land- 
scape, which will in due time ripen 
into a golden harvest color a few 
short months hence, 

There is now sufficient molsture to 
keep the growth coming along nicely. 
Pasture grasses and hay meadows 
will show the effect of the rains, The 
root crops are larger on account of 
the stimulus of tho cow bill and the 
eoneral development of dairying. The 
wardens are doing nicely, though some 
vorrespondents report slight damage 
to the most tender and too early sown 
cucumbers and tomatoes, 

The following reports were recelved 
from the Bulletin’s own correspon- 
dents and reveal the view of the far- 
mers of the localities round about 
fdmonton, Some were writter before 
the recent rains, 

At the Waterhole, in the Peace 
River country, the crops are looking 
healthy, though a little late. There 
has been lots of rain and the seeding 
was completed in good time. The far- 
mers are now breaking new land. 

At Bezanson, on the Smoky river, 
at east end of Grande Prairie, the 
ucreage in wheat this year ie the 
largest in the history of this district 
Present prospect« indicate a bumper 
crop. Grain is a good color and six 
to ten inches high. The acreage in 
oats much less and owing to five 
weeks’ continued rain the farmers 
vere unable to get on the land. The 

resent warm, sunshiny days are im- 
proving prospects and cropa look to 
be good on high land. The acreage in 
barley is larger for this district, much 
barley being sown, owing to lateness 
of season. All crop shows a satisfac- 
tory condition. Hay, timothy and all 
wild grases are at their best. Pros- 
pects are for a heavy yield. The acre- 
age in potatoes is large and with 
plenty of sunshine, the crop will be 
satisfactory. 

At High Prairie, to the N.W. of the 

city, the growth Is very rapid. Both 
grain and grass are considerably far- 
ther advanced than at this time last 
year, 
"At Fort Assinaboine, on the Atha- 
basca river, to the N.W. of the city, 
the crops are suffering for rain. The 
continuous frosts are telling on the 
wheat and oats. The gardens, too, are 
suffering for rain, 

At Glenreagh, to the north-west of 
the city, rain was very much needed 
for the ground was getting very dry 
and gardens were at a etandstill. 
Grein that was sown deep is not suf- 
fering but shallow sown grain needs 
raln badly. 


At Sion, to the north-west of the 
elty, the weather is very dry and 
nights cold, but the crops are pro- 


gressing wonderfully well. Seeding is 
now completed and a good rain is all 
that is necessary to secure a good 
crop.

city, the bulk of the seeding was fin- 
Ished a week ago. Some late crops 
and green-feed are being seeded, The 
crops are all looking well though rain 
has been very scarce. Most of the 
farmers have put in a good share of 
their land to wheat. Oats rank next. 
Garden and field roots are not receiv- 
ing the attention they would fn an 
earlier season. Most of these are 
just showing through the ground. 
Hay promises to be good. 

At Busby, to the north-wost of city, 
seeding is pfactically all finiehed, with 
the exception of a little green-feed. 
The grain which was sown early is 
doing very well. There wore a few 
frosty nights, but & didn’t seem to 
harm the crops any. The only thing 
that was hurt was some tender garden 
truck such as tomatoes, citron and 
cucumbers, 

At Riviere Qui Barre, to the north- 
west of the city, seeding is all finish- 
ed and some farmers have commenced 
to plow summerfallow, There is con- 
siderable more acreage in grain and 
more wheat sown this year than last. 

At Cardiff, to north of city, seeding 
is finished and all grain looking first- 
rate. A good soaking rain would be of 
great benefit, particularly to timathy 
and upland hay. , 

Wheat Sixteen Inches High 

At Excelsior, to the north of the 
city, the earliest sown wheat was 16 
inches high before the rain of Satur- 
day night and Sunday morning. While 
the crops were not suffering, yet the 
recent rain will cause the grain and 
garden truck to shoot up vigorously. 
Some are still seeding barley and 
green feed. Ochers who have finished 
are busy breaking. 

At Sunnyside, to the north of the 
city, crop conditions will be very 
greatly benefitted by the recent rains. 
The earliest sown wheat is over 16 
inches DJigh and oats are now 4 inches 
high. Seeding 1s all finished except 
greanfeed. The farmers are smiling at 
Sunnyside. 

At Namao, to the north of the city, 
the crops are in fine condition but 
would be benefitted by rain, Some of 
the oats were touched by frost but no 
damage was done. The majority of 
farmers are sowing their greenfeed. 
.-At Creuzot, to the northeast of the 
city, a few of the farmers have fin- 
ished seeding except their greenfeed. 
In some places the wheat is nine 
inches high. Oats are from four to 
six inches high and barley just peep- 
ing through. 

At Creuzot, to the northeast of the 
clty, the crops are looking fairly good 
but rain {s needed to hurry them up. 

Cow Bill Stimulates 

At Thorhild, to the N. E. of the city, 
the grain is all up and some fields are 
showing green. Although the rains 
are light for this time of year there {s 
an abundance of moisture. Potato® 
are up and there is a considerable in- 
crease in root crops owing to the stim- 
ulation of the dairy industry, as a re- 
sult of the recent legislation to en- 
courage that industry. 

At North Bank, down the Saskatch- 
ewan to the east of the city, seeding 
‘js all done except for some greenfeed. 
With some rain and warm nights the 
crops would be fine. Oats are the 
main crop but some places this year 
have from 30 to 40 acres Tn spr: 
wheat, When the Oliver- St. Pau) 
branch of the C. N. R, reaches here the 
acreage will be increased for up to now 
the nearest station has been Bruder- 
heim, 35 miles away. Heretofore it 
has taken a farmer almost a week 
to get a load of grain or hogs to 
market and return home. It was 80 
cold on the night of June i2th that 
potatoes and beans were cut right 
down and on some farms épring wheat 
was badly frozen. West of here there 
is considerable acreage yet in stubble. 

At Chailey, to the east of the city, 
seeding is all finished excepting some 
patches of greenfeed. So far, the 
present is a season where good farm- 
ing shows well, In euch cases no 
damage has as yet been done by 
drought. On low lying lands, frost 
has bitten the young blades and on 
iand improperly farmed rain is much 
needed, 

The following crop reports are from 
the district exchanges and no doubt 
rains have fallen since these reports 
were written:

Ternie, B.C., June 20—A_ dispatch 
was received here this morning to the 
effect that a scheme was being initiat- 
ed by the Bankhead miners to flood 
the mines of district 18 {n the event 
of the operators failing to accede to 
the settlement suggested by Hon. R. 
¥. Green, government commissioner. 

The miners claim that Mr. Green 
submitted certain proposals to the 
miners’ policy commission which were 
acceptable to them as final conces- 
sions, The operators agreed to all 
but one of these proposals, namely, 
the deletion of thg penalty clause. 


This the miners emphatically insist 
upon, and Mr, Green acknowledged 
this was not unreasonable on their 


part. Thus, the negotiations were 
again severed, and the miners feeling 
that if the Dominion government does 
not within one week endorse the ulti- 
matum of thelr commissioner, then 
they will bo justified in adopting ev- 
ery means within the law to enforce 
their demands, 

The first step in this direction has 
been a resolution from Bankhead that 
{in the event of the government not 
taking definite action by Saturday 
next all mine employees shall be im- 
mediately withdrawn from the mines. 

Endorsement of this resolution ts 
understood to haye been given by oth- 
er locals. The possibility, therefore, 
is that after that time all employees 
working in the capacity of caring for 
the mines, including pump men and 
fan mnen, will cease, and even a short 
suspension of those workers will re- 
sult in some of the mines becoming 
inundated and large accumulations of 
gas forming which will be extremely 
serious, as it will necessitate extensive 
repair operations for a lengthy period 
to restore such mines to the condition 
that coal again can be produced. 

Any attempt to replace the Union 
employees in these capacities by oth- 
ers undoubtedly would precipitate a 
more serious clash between the oppos- 
ing interests. 


MRS. PANKHURST 
TQ PLEAD ALLIES’

Tho Presidents Address 

The president's addreas, the recep- 
tion to new pastors and churches, a 
paper and following diaoussion on the 
pete ood of the rural church, were the 
eatures of the morning session. 

In hia addresa, President Rev. J. E. 
Tiner, aincerely deplored the overlap- 
ping of denominational churches in 
the communities of Alberta and urged 
the Baptists to seriously consider 
whether they had a message that 
made their position in the community 
worth while and to fustify what some 
would call a wastage of men. 

Founders Had Message 


The fotnders of the Baptist church 
had @ message that won victories 
through repentance, faith and baptism 
and he urged Alberta Baptiets to have 
& message distinct and vital to the 
conditions today. 

The speaker added that most of the 
different religious bodies preach re- 
pentance and faith though some are 
not working very hard at it yet. 

He believed that the Baptists have 
a& vital message to mect the demands 
of the souls of men under present con- 
ditions. The returned soldiers have 
been close to God in the trenches and 
have forgotten their catechism and 
their creeds. 

The principles of the brotherhood of 
man and tho fatherhood of God are 
democratic principles that appeal. The 
Baptist message is the gospel in its 
fullness. 

Secretary-Treasurer's Report 

The report of the secretary-treas- 
urer showed returns from 47 churches 
with a total membership of 8195, the 
same as last year. There were 129 
baptisms, a decrease over last year. 
The total funds raised for all pur- 
poses by 33 churches was $16.21 per 
member. The association-treasurer 
handled $30.16 and had a deficit of 
92 cents. 

Supt. C. C. McLaurin gave a supple- 
mentary statistical report which he 
bad compiled from replies received to 
cards he had gent out. This showed 
under the encouragement column such 
remarks as: “Harmony,” “Better jn- 
terost,"" “Faithful few.” “All going 
fine.” “Getting out of debt,” and "Con- 
versions.” 

Among the discouragements were 
noted: ‘People stoo busy,” “Debt,” 
“Lack of funde,” “Growing indiffer- 
ence,” “Apathy,” “War,” and “Sin.”

Rural Church Problems, 

“No church that fails as a soul win- 
ning agency need ever hope to gain or 
retain tts rightful place in any com- 
munity,” declared Rey. A, J. Bow- 
brick in his paper on the problem of 
the rural church, whioh !s handl- 
capped with the scattered homes, «i- 
verse people, varied ideals, unstable 
and roving dispcsition of the settlers, 
crop success or fallure and arrival or 
delay of the railway. 

Conference Rural Leaders, 

An Invitation to attend the coming 
conference of rural leaders at the 
University of Alberta on August 6th 
to 10th was extended by Prof, A, Ki. 
Otlewell, who triefly discussed how 
the extension department, of which 
he {g secretary, assisted all organiza- 
tons working for the betterment of 
conditions in rural communities. In 
the discussion of the rural church 
problem which followed the chief 
points mentioned were the attitudo of 
the people to the minister in his pres- 
ence and behind his back, the advice 
to some ministers to work as commer- 
cial travellers or hotel clerks so as to 
get in touch with people as they real- 
ly are, the families growing up in the 
back uwettlements beyond the sound of 
the gospel, and the diMculty of getting 
qualified ministers to go out to work 
with country congregations, 

The difficulty of getting the people 
together was mentioned in contrast to 
the crowds that attended the rural 
dance no mattor what tne weather. 
Special SPPrseevon was shown of the 
work o the extension department 
through its libraries, lanterns and lec- 
tures as valuable practical aids to the 
uplift work In the rural communities. 

The Evening Session 

At the evening session the conven- 
tion sermon, an able and thoughtful 
effort, was presoned by the Rev. 
Duncan Ritehle, of New Norway, 
from the text from Acts, 21:28. It 
was followed .by an address upon the 
subject of “Christian Education” by 
Rev. J, Austin Huntley, pastor of the 
First Baptist church, Calgary, the 
new president of the convention. 

Mr. Huntley began by quoting from 
the declaration of the Northern Bap- 
t'at convention, held in Los Angeles, 
that “in a day of universal education 
a body of Christians which 1s to make 
any marked impact upon modern civ- 
{llzation, or any great contribution to 
the world's advance, must be properly 
educated,” 

The educational program of the 
Baptist chureh carries weight, aaid 
the speaker, but, he asked, does it go 
far enough? He believed that what 
was needed waa to give more consld- 
eration to that type of higher qduca- 
tlon which will yield larger reeWits in 
moral and apiritual leadersh!p, not 
only in the ministry but in the laity. 
Our educational task {s to train young

WATERWORKS 
SHOW PROFIT 
DURING MAY 


Balance Of $1828.05 After All 
Oharges Paid—Less Than ' 


April. 


During the month of May the wa- 
terworks department made for thé 
city a profit of $1,828.06, which was 
the balance remaining after all tho 
gnaieee on the department had been 
paid, 

The quantity of water pumped was 
140,727,000, against 148,261,000 gal- 
lons last month, 

The total average cost of the pump- 
ing was 18.69 cents per 1,000 gallons, 
and the total average revenue derived 
was 19,81 cents, which shows a satis- 
factory margin of profit. 

Revenue from all sources for the 
month amounted to $29,869.08, and 
the expenditure was $28,041.08. The 
net balance for the month was $1,- 
828.05, a slight drop from April, 
when the balance was $2,088.87. 

Expenses for the month were made 
up as follows: Operation of distribu- 
tlon system, $501.88; maintenance of 
distribution system, $2,100.50; man- 
agement, $2,416.85; capital charges, 
th special and depreciation, 

The operation and maintenance of 
the pumping station and filtration 
plant for the month cost $7,236.03, 
ritrit, capital charges amounted to 


52 CHILDREN SHELTERED. 

The Children's Shelter dealt with 
2 ehtldren, 23 boya and 29° girls, 
during the month of May. Of the 
twimbes, 17 childten were sent to tre 
sheher by the eity‘authorities, and 35 
by the Provineial Government. Eight 
of the children were under one year 
of age and five were delinquents, In 
all, 29 were admitted and 36 discharg- 
ed, At the end of April there were 
23 in the home and at the end of May 
18, Four children were adopted 
juring tho month, nine placed in 
homes or for wurk, and 28 released to 
parents or friends, 


HUNDRED VIRE CALLS IN MAY 

The ctly fire department answered 
no less than 100 calls during May. 
Fifty-eignt of the nuimber wero grass 
and bush fires, and four were build- 
ings ignited as the result of grass 
fires. One was caused by letting ©: 
fireworks, this being the case of A 
frame building at 124th street. Then 
there was the Instance of @ street car 
taking fire from a short circuit in 
the wiring, and the old_ and well- 
Itrnown cause (throwing out hot ashes) 
was responsible for a number. 
Twenty-six calls were anewered in one 
day, May 9th. Maintenance for the 
month cost $1,725.18 and operation 
$6,719.23. 

OUTBREAK OF MUMPS, 

There ig an outbreak of mumpe In 
the city. About 30 cases have ‘been 
reported or discovered, some of the 
sufferers having been found walking 
around the streets. The public are 
cautioned that thia disease is highly 
infectious, and that all cases must Le 
reported to the city health officer. 

ANALYSIS OF WATER 

The chief sanitary inspector of the 
city reports that three samples of wa- 
ter were forwarded to the provincial 
laboratory for analysis. A sample 
taken from the Groat Ravine, be- 
tween 148th and 149th streets, show- 
ed 210 bacteria per c. c. and all evi- 
dence of pollution, A sample taken 
from a well at bith atreet showed 18 
bacteria per c. c and no evidence of 
pollution, and a sample taken from 
the spring in Ravine Park, north of 
the Standard coal mine, gave no count 
and no evidence of pollution. The 
residents of Virgania Park used the 
water from this spring.

CITY’S DEATH 
RATE IN MAY 
WAS VERY LOW 


80:3 Per Thousand Per Annum 
—Infantile Mortality 
59.2, 


The extraordinary low death rate 
of the city is given particular atten- 
tion in the May report of the medical 
officer, Dr. Whitelaw. He states that 
there were 89 deaths during the 
month, Of this number three were 
not oltizens of Edmonton, but had 
come to the city for treatment. Tak- 
{ng the corrected total of 36, this gave 
a death rate per 1,000 per annum of 
80.3, which was a remarkably low 
figure. 

Of the deaths nine were under one 
year of age, which on the basis of 168 
births (the total for the month) gave 
the very low infantile death rate per 
1,000 births of 69.2, Of the children 
born during the month 66 of the pa- 
rents wero Canadians, 30 came from 
England, 15 from Scotland, 17 from 
the United States and the remainder 
from various continental countries. 

There were 61 marriages in the city 
during May. 

The health officer states that 12 
patients were admitted to the isola- 
tion hospital during May, fifteen pa- 
tlents were discharged as recovered 
and four were discharged as improved. 

In all 149 cases of communicable 
disease were reported, one being an 
imported case. The doctor says: 
“Apart from measles,*chickenpox and 
whooping cough the tneidence of fn- 
fectious diseases has been very low.”

THRILLING BIT FROM

a “stunt man he is in @ class all by 
himself, ife has been the hero of many 
a daring ride and hair-breadth leap that 


has brought the heart of the spectator {nto 
them outh, In additon to money and 
glory, Mix can exhibit, as a result of bis 
work, u dislocated wrist, a broken arm, a 
dent in the breast bone, numerous sears 
from gasbed flesh, and lighter scars from 
lonumerable bruises, The only accident 
he has been in that he did not plan was 
4 collision of his automobile with a switeh 
engine, from which he escaped with only 
a few minor bruises,

Percentage Who Died in Hospital 
After Messines Battle, Small- 
est to Date 


London, June 20.—The Dally Mail's 
correspondent at the war correspon- 
dent's headquarters on the western 
front, Beach Thomas, telegraphing 
yesterday, tells that something should 
be said of the management of the 
wounded after the Messines battle. 

“LT am assured the percentage of 
men who died in hospitals is the smal- 
lest ever known and up to date not a 
single case of tetanus has been report- 
ed and very few of gangrene. 

“The number of operations per- 
formed by spectalists in advanced 
clearing stations was very large. The 
mobility of hands and materlal has 
been vastly improved and a quick and 
amooth method perfected for the next 
need that may arise, The supply of 
doctors, anaesthetics and nurses has 
been immensely increased within the 
last week or two by the rapidity of the 
American organization which already 
has taken over the complete work of 
a number of our general hospitals and 
left staffs free for work nearer the 
front, I know of no finer example of 
American promptitude and thorough- 
ness,”

this opportunity to register should do 
so Without delay. Tho registration for 
the selective draft is for male Ameri- 
can citizens who have attained thelr 
twenty-first birthday and have not at- 
tained their thirty-first birthday. 

Cards cannot be sent to applicant 
by mail to be filled in by them ana 
matied to their home precincts, for the 
reason that these cards must be filled 
in and certified by an authorized Uni- 
ted States officer or his deputy, and 
they include certain data which the 
officer can certify to only by seeing the 
persons registered.

WHY ‘‘IMPOSSIBLE?’’ 


The Journal tells us that it is 
‘‘quite impossible’’ for Sir Robert 
Borden to concede the public a 
chance to express their opinion 
as to whether conscription should 
be adopted. Just why it is impos- 
sible we are not informed save 
that the Journal thinks the object 
of the referendum proposal is to 
“‘confuse’’? the Dominion’s war 
policy. That a referendum would 
‘*eonfuse’’ the war policy as much 
as a rebellion in Quebec—which 
Mr. Bennett says would follow 
the arbitrary enforcement of con- 
scription—does not seem at all 
likely, 

Sir Robert Borden has declared 
his willingness to submit con- 
scription to the publie at a general 
election—provided he is made 
head of a coalition Government 
runing on the conscription policy. 
A general election would certainly 
‘confuse’? the Dominion’s war 
policy and delay the enforcement 
of conscription quite as much as 
a referendum. If Sir Robert is 
willing to let the people vote on 
conscription provided their ap- 
proval of conscription is made to 
be also an approval of Sir Robert 
Borden, there is no reason aside 
from politics why it is ‘‘impossi- 
ble’’ for him to allow them to vote 
on conscription dissociated from 
his political fortunes. <4 


WOULD JAIL CITIZENS WHO 
TALK POLITICS. 


During the late Provincial elec- 
tion campaign several of the more 
prominent Opposition candidates 
—some of whom had been mem- 
bers of the last legislature—made 
it an issue that naturalized citi- 
zens who came hither from coun- 
tries with which we are now at 
war should be disfranchised. It 
was generally supposed that the 
proposal was of only loeal origin 
and that it had been raised simply 
as a means of appealing for votes 
on the strength of the war feeling. 
Rather a contrary impression is 
given by a bill that has been in- 
troduced into the House of Com- 
mons by Col, J. A. Currie, Conser- 
vative member for East Simeoe, 
and which proposes to amend tha 
criminal code of Canada to the 
following effect: 

79. A. Any person who votes for 
any person, for any public officer, or 
who takes any active part in any elee- 
tion for any publie office by becoming 
a candidate, speaking, writing, can- 
vassing or driving voters to the polb 
who was or is a citizen of any country, 
now or at any time during the past 
five years at war with Great Britain 
or her Allies; or who was a subject of 
any country not alied with Great Bri- 
tain or her Allies, which does not per- 
mit its citizens the rights of expatria- 
tion, or holds the doctrine of dual 
citizenship or who was exiled or ban- 
ished from any allied country, even 
though such person may have been 
granted naturalization in Canada or 
Great Britain, or may have his or her 
name on the Voters’ List; shall be 
deemed guilty of an offense under this 
Act, and on eonvietion before a court 
of competent jurisdiction shall be 
liable to imprisonment for a term of 
not less than two years, together with 
forfeiture of civil rights and all pro- 
perty to the Crown, 

B, The above provisions shall not 
apply to any person who is serving or 
has served in His Majesty's Forces, or 
has been a naturalized British subject 
resident in Canada for twenty-five 
years, The burden of proof as to such 
sxception shall rest upon the Voter, 

«,. Any person giving such informa- 
tion as will lead to the conviction of 
any such person shall be entitled to 
one-third of all fines and forfeitures, 


The proposal is therefore before 
Parliament that Canadian citizens 
who were born in enemy countries 
shall be not only disfranchised, 
but that any of them who take 
any part in elections or express 
any opinions during election cam- 
paigns shall also be deprived of 
all civil rights, dispossessed of 
their property and put in jail. 
Coming on the heels of the cam- 
paign in Alberta, this proposed 
law may be supposed to have or- 
iginated in the issue raised by Op- 
position candidates in this Pro- 
vince, and to embody the purposes 
they have in mind, The  propa- 
ganda has now got formally be- 
fore Parliament, and if it does not 
became the law of the land it will 
only be because Parliament ex- 
plicitly refuses to pass the bill,

Interest on Account, 
‘ro The Bulletin Legal Department: 

Can a merchant charge 10 per cent. 
on an old debt over one year stand- 
ing? A. C. H. 

No. A merchant cannot charge 
any interest on an account unless his 
invoices or his statement forms state 
that interest will be charged on all 
overdue accounts and then he can only 
charge interest at the rate of five per 
cent. In order to be able to charge 
interest at the rate of 10 per cent. he 
would have to have an agreement 
with the debtor to pay interest at this 
rate, 

Rent and Sale of House. 
To The Bulletin Legal Department; 

I bought a house last fall. Can the 
party who sold it legally claim the 
storm doors and windows? He lived 
in the house until the 20th of April, 
paid me rent up until the Ist day of 
April, but did not pay me for any time 
in April, He went away without let- 
ting me know anything about going 


and he also took the storm door and 
storm windows with him. Can he 
legally claim them? He says they 


were not on the house when he sold it, 
but in the basement of the house, and 
he did not reserve them. I claim he 
also owes me a month's rent, Is this 
the case? He agreed to pay me $10 
per month, : 8. L. 
In our opinion, the storm door and 
windows would be included in the sale 
of the house and that therefore the 
vendor cannot take them away with 
him. In regard to the rent, you are 
of course, entitled to a full month's 
notice, If the notice is not given, you 
are entitled to be paid one month's

from generation to generation 4s thie 
only inheritance the tamily ever coulu 
give. In these hard times it behooves 
the individual to make sacrifices for 
the common welfare, and we here- 
with pubiish the directions for cook- 
ing, advising everyone to try the 
same. 

Take all or any of these greens, strip 
leaves from stalks, wash and plunge 
into boiling salted water, and bow 
with saucepan lid off to keep the coi 
ors. Dandelions require two water» 
as they are inclined to be bitter, When 
perfectly soft and cooked, strain very 
dry, add a piece of butter, pepper ana 
salt and beat with a fork, A little 
cream will also be an improvement 
Serve very hot. Dandelion leaves alsc 
make an excellent salad. 

While we are on the food topic, we 
will give a hint to those who mak 
their own bread, or bannock, as t 
how they can beat, in a measure, the 
high price of flour, Add bran whe:

Strong bakers’ flour, which once we 
bought for $1.85 at Athabasca Land- 
ing, is now something like $5, 
wholesale in Edmonton, while bran i: 
only $2, per hundred. You get a nice 


ful bread and reduce the price of flour 
in proportion as you add bran.

Working of lifting the steel of the 
transcontinentals at Tete Jaune Cache 
for use in France is now proceeding 
rapidly, according to reports brought 
to the city from the west. The work 
is being done by 150 men of the B. C, 
Railway Construction Corps, raised in 
Vancouver and New Westminster by 
Major V. L. Marsh. This draft, which 
left New Westminster a few days ago, 
has just completed a week's practical 
experience in railway work, helping 
out the plang of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to remove some sections of 
steel from the transcontinental line. 

The men of this draft from the Rall- 
way Construction Corps are getting 
seasoned to the work they will have to 
do when the corps reaches France. 

Men Handic Work Well 


In the first week's work the men 
have shown that they know how to 
tuke hold intelligently of whatever is 
required in construction. Almost every 
man has had experience in some 
branch. The first day’s work under- 
taken was clearing and rough grad- 
ing of a right-of-way, 2000 feet long, 
for a short line connecting the G. T. P. 
and Canadian Northern Railways ten 
or twelve miles east of Jasper. That 
work was done in less than three days 
with a swing and spirit that showed

record of two miles a day.

MONTREAL, June 20.—<At a joint 
meeting of the Amateur Athletic 
Union of the United States and tho

content himself as being classed as a 
professional. No mention was made 
of similar regulation of semi-pros in 
Canada, but it is probable that the 
measures taken in regard to the game 
in the United States will automatically 
result in similar control here. Hockey- 
ists will have to put themselves under 
the yoke of ths International Skating 
Association or let {ts mombers suffer 
the penalty. 

This action taken at New York ts 
the outcome of negotiations that have 
gone on for some months. The In- 
ternational Skating Union of America, 
an orgsnization which was formed in 
Montreal eight years ago, will have 
the support and co-operation of tho 
Amateur Athletic Union of the United 
States in bringing the few remaining 
opposing organizations in New York 
and Boston in line.

There are very few men among 
he negroes who have atiained fame, 
who have become big men, but no 
me will deny that distinction to Henry 
ssawa Tanner, who was born {r 
Vittsburgh fifty-eiga. years ago to 
day, and whose paintings have won 
for him the approval of the artistt 
world, The son of Beyjamin T, Tan- 
rer, Afro-American Methodist Bishop 
of Philadelphia, he spent his youts 
n the Quaker City, He was a born 
artist and ag a boy took delight ir 
sketehing the animals at the Philadet- 
phia Zoo His ability attracted the 
attention of Thomas Wakins, and 
through his influence the young negro 
was enabled to take a two years 
course at the Pennsylvania /cademy 
of Fine Arts. His next step was tu 
hold an auction of all his canvasses, 
which netted him $300. With that 
sum he went to Paris and almost iim- 
mediately the negro youth became ‘he 
favorite pupil of the great Benjamin 
Constant Later he studied under 
Joan Paul Laurens. After two years 
his funds gave out and he went to 
Prittany, where hving was cheaper, 
His first picture to attract universal 
attention was “Daniel in the Lion's 
Den,” which received a place of honor 
in the Paris salon, This was followed 
by ‘The Resurrection of Lazarus,” 
which won a gold medal and was pur- 
chased by the French government. 
From that time on Tanner devoted 
himeelf to religious subjects and soon

generation. Jn 1899 he married 


Jessie Macauley Olssen, of San Fran- 
cisco.
